NORWAY AND SWEDEN 
SEND TRACK AND FIELD 
TEAMS TO EDMONTON 

Norway and Sweden are coming 
to Edmonton in the form of their 
International Track and Field 
teams. They are being sponsored 
by the Canadian Track and Field 
Association. It is a reciprocal visit 
as the Canadian teams visited 
Scandinavia in 1968. 

Sixty athletes, 15 officials and 22 
spectators from each country will 
be coming to put on competitions 
across Canada. 

Arriving in Toronto by charter 
aircraft in September they will put 
on a demonstration for two days. 
They then go to Winnipeg where 
Norway will compete against Can¬ 
ada. 

They will arrive in Edmonton by 
CNR on Monday, Sept. 14, at 2:25 
p.m. where there will be an official 
reception. They are being hosted 
in Edmonton by the Alberta and 
Edmonton Track and Field Asso¬ 
ciations, the City of Edmonton 
Parks and Recreation Department 
and the Scandinavian Centre. Dick 
Wennerstrom is organizer for the 
ethnic groups and liaison between 
the different organizations. 

An official opening ceremony will 
take place at the University Athle¬ 
tic Grounds at 4:30 p.m. following 
their arrival. Government and civic 
officials as well as consulates and 
innterested persons will be in at¬ 
tendance. 

On Tuesday and Wednesday, 
Sept. 15 and 16, there will be a 
competition between the Swedish 
and Canadian teams starting at 5 
p.m. at the University Athletic 
Grounds. 

While in Edmonton they will be 
staying at the Holiday Inn. 

From Edmonton they go to Vic¬ 
toria, B.C., where all teams will de¬ 
monstrate. 


Charter Flight No. 35 from Ed¬ 
monton to Copenhagen, Denmark, 
leaves May 28 afid returns July 13, 
1971. All those who want to stay 
for six weeks will enjoy this flight. 

Flight No. 36 is to Stockholm, 
Sweden, leaving June 10, returning 
July 8, 1971. This is a shorter trip 
for those not wishing to be away 
too long. 

Flight No. 37 will be going to 
Oslo, Norway, July 14 to August 
10, 1971. Note the difference in 
prices in the add. 

Flights No. 33 and 34, the Christ¬ 
mas Flights, going to Copenhagen, 
Denmark, and Oslo, Norway, were 
announced in the last paper and a 
great interest has ben taken in them. 
Those planning to take one of these 
flights should apply quickly as these 
are not charter flights but group 
flights with limited seats. Don’t miss 
going to Scandinavia for Christmas 
because you were too late applying, 
says Esko Salo. Those going on 
these flights will be flying in a DC8 
aircraft with the Scandinavian Air¬ 
lines System (SAS). 

Flight No. 35 to Copenhagen will 
be chartered from Wardair in Ed¬ 
monton and is a Boeing 707 air¬ 
craft with seating capacity of 183. 

Flight No. 36 to Stockholm will 
be an Air Canada DC8 aircraft. 
Flight 37 is also an Air Canada 
DC8. 

Flight Director Salo also has an¬ 
nounced the organization of the 
Scandinavian Centre Travel Depart¬ 
ment. The function of this depart¬ 
ment is to serve the members of 
the Centre in securing their travel 
needs whether on a group or indi¬ 
vidual basis, other than those flights 
directly organized by the Centre. 
It is worthwhile to note that in¬ 
dividual reservations will be at the 
normal going rates applied by the 
airlines and NO extra charges are 
involved. 

It is hoped that all membres of 
the Centre will use the facility of 
the travel department, in view of 
the interest and benefits the Centre 
will derive from it. The travel de¬ 
partment offers personalized serv¬ 
ice for your needs. 

A special phone is even being 
installed by the Marlin Travel Serv¬ 


ice who are handling these reserva¬ 
tions. That special number is 429- 
0891. Use it. All Scandinavians will 
be given special attention and pri¬ 
vileges. This is the Scandinavian 
Desk —' ask for Maurice Saad. If 
he is not available* however, any 
other person will serve you on this 
number. 

Maurice J. Saad, Manager of 
Marlin Travel Service, was at one 
time stationed in Jerusalem, Jordan, 
as manager of Scandinavian Airlines 
System (SAS). Also at that time he 
was Honorary Icelandic Consul 
which he still retains. Mr. Saad will 
also be writing a column in The 
Scandinavian Centre News titled 
“Know Scandinavia Better”. 

Flight Director Esko Salo has 
also appointed Leslie Morris to look 
after all enquiries for the Scandina¬ 
vian Centre. Direct all reservation 
forms to him in care of the Scan¬ 
dinavian Centre. 

In orcler to take advantage of the 
special prices of the Scandinavian 
Centre flights it is necessary to be 
a member of the Centre six months 
prior to departure of the flight. 
Anyone wishing to take advantage 
of the 1971 flights who has not a 
membership contact Helge Ahlefeldt 
at the Centre. Memberships are $50 
per person, but anyone in the same 
family living in the same residence 
may use it to get a flight ticket. 

Those contacting the Scandina¬ 
vian Centre Travel Department 
concerning any flight other than a 
charter flight do not necessarily 
have to have a membership, but 
Esko Salo urges you do so anyway 
in case you want to take a Scandi¬ 
navian Centre charter flight later.

AVAILABLE 

Drying fish is an excellent way of 
storing food for future use. This 
method has been used throughout 
history by almost all people that 
were acquainted with harvesting 
fish. Although it was a staple in 
the old days it is now regarded 
more as a delicacy. 

Mr. K. G. Einarson of Winnipeg 
is the distributor in Canada for 
Icelandic hardfish and he has ap¬ 
pointed Mr. Gunnar Thorvaldson of 
the Scandinavian Centre to handle 
distribution in Alberta. The fish is 
ysa (haddock) and is dried and 
packaged by Mr. Bessi Gislason of 
Hafnafjordur (harbour fjord) Ice¬ 
land. A steam drying process is 
used, then the fish goes through 
rollers for softening before being 
packaged. It is ready to eat from 
the package and the quality is ex¬ 
cellent. 

It is generally eaten with butter 
and there is an old Icelandic song 
about it called “Hardfish og Smjer” 
(Dried Fish and Butter).

SURSTROMMING SMELLS 


By MAURICE J. SAAD 

What more natural destination for 
any honeymoon than the Fairytale 
Country itself, topped with the fun 
of wonderful Copenhagen? 

Denmark has been a favorite of 
honeymooners not only from Can¬ 
ada and the United States but from 
all over Europe. Why? The reason 
is very simple: You’ll find all the 
ingredients necessary — if you other¬ 
wise have found the right spouse: 
food, fun, fairytales, furs, fabrics, 
furniture ... 

The Copenhagen honeymooner’s 
delight includes festive Danish 
breakfast .delicacies in their hotel 
room, through entertaining after¬ 
noon drinks at delightful sidewalk 
cafes, to late, late night snacks at 
cosy little fun places. 

The tours during the day are 
fascinating, whether they include 
visits to the world famous work¬ 
shops of Copenhagen porcelain, or 
beautiful Danish silver, or to the 
sights of marvelous crown jewels 
and royal reception rooms.

Here is everything: A 
delightful hotel which combines 100 
years of traditions with the newest 
in facilities and entertainment: In¬ 
door swimming pool, casino, danc¬ 
ing, beach, golf, fishing, sailing, 
walks in old streets, marketplace, 
monastery, glamorous castle, and 
delightful excursions in all direc¬ 
tions.

Many of Denmark’s fairytale inns 
have special honeymoon-suites, and 
there is plenty of romance in the 
air whether you walk through the 
1,000 year old streets of Ribe in 
Southern Jutland, or enjoy the 
buildings in Aarhus’ world famous 
Old Town Open Air Museum, or 
for instance stop a few days at live¬ 
ly Aalborg in Northern Jutland, 
with excellent hotels, many good 
restaurants and walking streets for 
shopping — a perfect headquarter 
for tours to the fabulous beaches, 
to old country inns and historic 
landmarks. 

One thing is characteristic for 
the honeymooners visiting Denmark 
from all parts of the world: They 
all want to come back to this Fairy¬ 
tale Country and they all agree that 
a honeymoon in Denmark helps you 
live happily ever after . . . 


The day a ghastly smell almost 
knocks you down, you‘11 know that 
one of your neighbours is having a 
party. And the reason for the party 
is the cause of the smell. 

The cause is small enough, being 
no more than a young Baltic her¬ 
ring. But how can it be so potent? 
Well, it’s been salted and then 
fermented. So fermented that the 
flat, round tins in which it is sold 
commercially bulge out beyond all 
the known laws of the Food Act. 
And be careful, or rotting fish will 
explode all over you! 

Once, this surstromming (as this 
process is called) was easy to avoid. 
You merely stayed clear of North¬ 
ern Sweden. But of late, the little 
fermented Baltic Herring has been 
making its smelly presence felt in 
many parts of the country. 

Wherever It's served, the trim¬ 
mings are specifically northern: 
great wheels of thin crisp bread and 
quantities of goat cheese. For des¬ 
sert, there’s the hjorton, or cloud¬ 
berry. This fruit, which resembles 
a small raspberry but is a golden 
yellow and less succulent, has a 


taste somewhat reminiscent of burnt 
caramel. It is a delicacy and fairly 
expensive. Topped with whipped 
cream, it can make up for a lot, 
but . . . 

Of course, many Swedes affirm 
that the smell of surstromming no 
longer bothers them once the par¬ 
ty’s in full swing and they’ve caught 
the mood of the gay lanterns and 
colored lights. Notice, however, that 
the devotee not unusually braces 
himself with a good stiff drink of 
snaps before coming to close quar¬ 
ters with the main dish. Most pain¬ 
less is to graps the fish by its tail 
and down it a la pelican, immedi¬ 
ately followed by a large bite of 
bread. You only prolong the agony 
by dissecting it, as some people do, 
into small mouthfulls. 

Three or four is a proud showing. 
If you try the northern custom of 
embedding the fish between two 
slices of thin bread, you may man¬ 
age more. What you won’t manage 
is to get rid of the smell, for it’s 
stubbornly clinging. And the taste? 
Well, it improves in retrospect.

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A JOURNEY TO REMEMBER

It was with great excitement we 
left Edmonton International Airport 
recently on a flight for Vancouver 
to join our tour group for Japan 
and Hong Kong. We left Vancou¬ 
ver at 3 p.m. with a re-fueling stop 
at Anchorage, Alaska, crossing the 
International Date Line to arrive 
in Tokyo late the next afternoon. 
We did not experience any dark¬ 
ness during our complete flight of 
approximately eleven hours. 

We were met at the airport by 
the travel representative who was 
to remain with us through part of 
the tour as our guide. We were then 
transferred to our western-style ho¬ 
tel. 

The next morning we were taken 
on a sight-seeinng tour of Tokyo, 
seeing places of interest such as the 
Marunouchi business section, Imper¬ 
ial Palace, National Diet (Parlia¬ 
ment) Building, Olympic Stadium 
and swimming pool, Asakusa ’ A- 
musement Centre and a Buddhist 
Temple. The afternoon was spent 
shopping at the Ginza (the main 
shopping area of Tokyo). 

The following morning early we 
left by electric train for Nikko. The 
train trip took us through some of 
the farming areas — our first view 
of the small land holdings, rice pad¬ 
dies, some grain and vegetable 
fields. Upon arriving in Nikko we 
visited the Toshogu Shrine, the Yo- 
meimon Gate and the three-monkey 
carving. 

In the afternoon we took the 
Ironhozaka Highway with its 48 
hairpin curves. We stopped to view 
Lake Chuzenji and Kegan Water¬ 
falls. This is where many people 
from Tokyo have their summer 
homes. An additional point of inter¬ 
est w a s a stop at a farm home 
which had been used by members 
of the same family ancestors for 
several hundreds of years. We re¬ 
turned to Tokyo in the evening. 

In the morning we toured To¬ 
kyo Tower, and in the evening we 
took a night club tour which in¬ 
cluded a Sukiyaki Dinner (tradition¬ 
al Japanese dinner) eaten with chop 
sticks and sitting on the floor, a 
Geisha Party, Golden Getsuskai and 
a Kobuki Party. 

The next morning we bade fare¬ 
well to Tokyo and travelled by bus 
with a stop at Kamakura to see the 
Hachiman Shrine and Daibutsu (the 
Great Buddha) to arrive at Hakone, 
a scenic Hot Springs Resort 5,377 
feet above sea level, and to stay in 
a traditional Japanese hotel com¬ 
plete with kimonos, slippers and 
tooth brushes. 

From Hakone we travelled to At- 
ami to board the Bullet Train for 
Nagoya where we visited Nagoya 
Castle, Noritake China Factory and 
Ando Cloisonne Factory. Later in 
the afternoon we continued by train 
to Kaskikojima to return the next 
morning to Toba, the centre of the 
pearl industry. 


There we visited a modern pearl 
factory on Mikumoto Pearl Island 
and saw the complete process of 
pearl cultivation, including the o- 
peration of oysters and the diving 
girls. In the early afternoon we pro¬ 
ceeded to Kyoto where we had a 
city tour, seeing Sanjusangendo 
Hall, Kujomizu Temple and Heian 
Shrine. 

During the ofternoon we went 
to Nara, which was the former cap¬ 
ital of Japan, where we saw the 
world’s largest bronze image of 
Buddha, the Kasugu Shrine with 
3,000 stone lanterns which are lit 
for special festivals, and Deer Park 
where we fed rice crackers to the 
tame deer. 

We returned to Kyoto to leave 
the following afternoon for Kobe, 
Japan’s foremost trade port and 
gateway to the Inland Sea. Kobe 
is also the sister City of Seattle, 
Washington. In the city park there 
is a beautiful floral clock and a 
totem pole which was presented 
to them by the city of Seattle. 

Departing the next morning from 
Kobe we travelled by luxury 
steamer through some of the most 
beautiful parts of the Inland Sea 
National Park to arrive at the old 
castle town of Takamatsu. The next 
morning we took a tour of the feu¬ 
dal castle, Retsurin Park, one of the 
finest examples of Japanese land¬ 
scape gardening, to continue to 
Yashima table land from where a 
superb view of the Inland Sea can 
be seen. 

In the afternoon six of us decided 
to go on a tour of our own to see 
the famous cave from the legend 
“The Peachboy and the Pirates”, 
which was located high on the side 
of a h i 11 pn another island. Our 
guide assisted us in obtaining two 
taxis, as .the taxis can only carry 
three or four passengers, and di¬ 
rected the taxi driver to take us to 
the pier to take the ferry to the is¬ 
land. 

The ferry took us to the island 
and upon arriving we found the 
dock was being repaired and they 
were using a breaker for landing, 
made of rock and cement, which 
we had to crawl up. From there 
we took a bus and started up a 
very narrow winding road to the 
top of the hill and by this time it 
had started to rain. Part way up 
the hill we met a cow and the road 
was so narrow that we had to wait 
for her to move off. 

A little further up, the bus dri¬ 
ver indicated that he did not go 
any further but would be back in 
45 minutes by pointing to his watch. 
The rest of the trip to the top of 
the hill was made on foot up about 
a thousand stone steps. A com¬ 
plete tour and full description of 
the cave was given. 

After a short rest we started our 
return trip down the hill to the 
bus, back down the winding road, 
down the rock to the ferry and back 


to our hotel. During this complete 
trip there was not a word of Eng¬ 
lish spoken or anything in English 
to read. 

Our guide looked quite relieved 
when we arrived back at the hotel 
in time for dinner, as they had not 
been too much in favor of us taking 
this adventure and we could cer¬ 
tainly see why upon the return of 
our trip. It was an experience we 
shall never forget. 

The next morning we left by 
ferry for Uno Station. At the dock 
before we left there was a large 
group gathered, complete with 
streamers, flowers, and auld lang 
syne to see a young lady off. On 
board we learned she was coming 
to Edmonton, Canada, and we had 
a very enjoyable visit with her. At 
Uno we transferred to an electric 
train for Okoyama with a nine- 
minute stop-over to change trains 
for Hiroshima. 

Arriving in Hiroshima we were 
presented with a large arrangement 
of flowers on behalf of the mayor 
of the city. In Hiroshima we toured 
the Sacred Island of Miyajama and 
viewed Itsukushima “Floating 
Shrine” and the red torii gate that 
seemingly floats at high tide, the 
Peace Park Cenotaph Museum and 
the Dome of Peace. The city has 
been completely rebuilt since the 
disaster of the atomic bomb. 

Leaving Hiroshima we travelled 
to Shina-Osaka to be transferred by 
motor coach to Osaka where we had 
three days to spend as we wished. 
We visited the Expo site for two 
days, visiting many of the pavilions, 
which we enjoyed very much. We 
were VIP at the Canadian Pavilion. 
We were given a complete personal 
tour. We did not have to stand in 
the long line ups. 

The Canadian Pavilion is a beau¬ 
tiful' pavilion and is a great fav¬ 
orite of the Expo goers and the 
Japanese people. We also enjoyed 
visiting the British Columbia Pavil¬ 
ion. While we waited in line there 
we vsited with one of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Policemen who 
is stationed there during the Expo 
year. 

We enjoyed hearing of his ex¬ 
periences and about the different 
people he had met and seen at the 
Expo. Our last day was spent sight¬ 
seeing in Osaka and Japan. The 
next morning we departed by air 
on a four-hour trip to Hong Kong 
with a stop-over in Taiwan. Tai¬ 
wan and Hong Kong were both 
very hot and humid countries. 

In Hong Kong we toured the 
island of Hong Kong, took a tram 
ride up the peak for a panoramic 
view of the city, visited Tiger Balm 
Gardens and along the mountain 
road to Repulse Bay, continued to 
Aberdeen to see the Water Folk 
and have lunch at the famous 
Floating Restaurant. 

The following day we saw Kow¬ 
loon, and the New Territories. This 
was a scenic drive along thq 
beaches to the walled village of 
Kam Tin. From Lok Ma Chow po¬ 
lice post you can view the panor¬ 
amic view across the valley to the 
Bamboo Curtain and the border of 
mainland China. 

We returned via Shatin Heights 
and Amah Rock. The balance of 
the day was spent shopping and 
preparing for our trip home. 

Leaving Sunday morning from 
Hong Kong we crossed the Inter¬ 
national Date Line, stopped over 
in Tokyo and Anchorage and ar¬ 
rived at Vancouver at 1:00 p.m. 
Sunday to learn we had missed our 
connecting flight to Edmonton. 

However, with the co-operation 
of the airline personnel, we were 
able to board a flight at 6:30 p.m. 
that evening to arrive home a little 
tired but more than pleased we 
had made the trip. 

It was an experience that will 
[long be remembered.

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Scandinavian History and Culture Probed 


NORWEGIAN PROGRAM 
RADIO CKUA, FEB. 22, 1970 

Olaf Sveen: 

Today we are going to talk about 
what the Vikings are most famous 
for: “Their Movement West.” Dr. 
Bourassa is again here and my 
daughter, Ingid, will ask him some 
questions about this. 

Ingrid: 

Where were the places the Vik¬ 
ings went? 

Dr. Bourassa: 

All right. Let’s try to map out 
some of the voyages they made. In 
part, the directions the Vikings went 
depended on the geographical rela¬ 
tion of their home country to the 
rest of Europe. As you know, Swed¬ 
en is directly across the Baltic from 
Russia, and they tended to explore 
in that direction. That is, to their 
east. On an earlier program we 
talked about this East-Viking terri¬ 
tory and told how the Norse found¬ 
ed some of the principal cities in 
Russia and established trade routes 
with the Byzantine and Islamic em¬ 
pires. They temporarily ruled a 
large area of Russia and some Norse 
probably settled in Russia. Of 
course the Swedes went elsewhere 
as well, and other Scandinavian 
countries also contributed men to 
East-Viking. In fact, we mention¬ 
ed that the Byzantine emperor’s 
special guard was largely composed 
of Scandinavians and these men 
came from all the Scandinavian 
countries. 

Ingrid: 

What about Denmark? 

Dr. Bourassa: 

Denmark is at the bottom of the 
Scandinavian peninsula and physi¬ 
cally attached to Europe. Therefore 
the Danes had a great interest in 
what are now France and Ger¬ 
many. At first, to defend them¬ 
selves from Charlemagne and later 
as his empire disintegrated, they 
moved in themselves. Also, as the 
Danes traveled down the coast of 
Europe, they needed to go only 
slightly to the west to reach Eng¬ 
land. They established large settle¬ 
ments in northeast England and also 
across the English Channel in what 
we now call Normandy. 

I’ll say a little more about this 
later, but the name, Normandy, is 
derived directly from its settlement 
by the Northman. Voyages were 
also made past France and further 
down the coast of Spain, Italy and 
Sicily. Some settlements were made 
in Italy and Sicily. Again I should 
emphasize that not just Danes went 
in this direction but generally the 
Danes were more likely to have 
gone this way. 

Ingrid: 

That brings us to the Norwegian. 

Dr. Bourassa: 

Yes, as this is the Norwegian pro¬ 
gram, we will give them credit for 
some of the longest and most diffi¬ 
cult voyages. I suppose the Swedes 
and Danes might not agree com¬ 
pletely. Norway faces to the west. 
Sailing out from the Norwegian 
coast one meets several island 
groups. The first are the Shetlands. 
Settlements were established here. 
Now if one goes downward, to the 
south, the Orkney Islands are en¬ 
countered and then the northern top 
of England, that is Scotland, which 
proved somewhat inhospitable to 
the Vikings. The Norwegians then 
continued around the west coast of 
England to reach Ireland. Large 
settlements were made in Ireland, 
and from these, attempts were made 
to establish settlements in the north¬ 
west of England. 

So one route for the Norwegians 
was west to the Shetland Islands 
and then southwest to Ireland and 
England. However, if instead of go¬ 
ing south from the Shetlands, they 
continued to bear west and slightly 
north, the Faeroe Islands are reach¬ 
ed. From there, more sailing in a 


northwest direction brings them to 
Iceland. We will have more to say 
about Iceland later but it’s very 
important both because it became a 
kind of cultural centre which pre¬ 
served for us much of what is 
known about Viking times, and also 
because it provided a base for 
further exploration. From Iceland, 
if we go west, we can reach Green¬ 
land where again settlements were 
established. And finally, by continu¬ 
ing westward and southward from 
Greenland, North America is reach¬ 
ed. Vikings probably landed at 
Newfoundland and at points further 
south along the North American 
continent. This was about 1000 A.D. 
— long before Columbus discovered 
America. 

Ingrid: 

Did the Vikings settle in North 
America? 

Dr. Bourassa: 

Yes, they did. But their stay was 
only a few years. I think we will 
spend more time talking about this 
on a later program. For now, I 
would like to talk about the gen¬ 
eral features of the Norse expansion 
during Viking times. 

Ingrid: 

All right. Maybe you can tell me 
why the Vikings started on these 
expeditions. 

Dr. Bourassa: 

That’s a good question. The Vik¬ 
ing movement begins toward the 
end of the 8th century, but for al¬ 
most a thousand years prior to this, 
there had ben movements of peo¬ 
ples out of Scandinavia. Two hun¬ 
dred years before Christ, the Teu¬ 
tons and Cimbri had gone south 
from Jutland. The Goths, Lango- 
bards, Burgundians and Vandals 
were all originally from Scandina¬ 
via. So in some ways the question 
might be: “What halted this move¬ 
ment in the seventh century.” The 
answer, however, is far from clear, 
so I’ll get back to your question 
about what led to the renewed 
Viking expansion toward the end of 
the 8th century. Several factors 
probably combined to cause an in¬ 
creased interest in foreign expan¬ 
sion. One of the early English writ¬ 
ers felt that the Viking raids were 
God’s instrument of wrath let loose 
upon the people because of their 
sins. I think we can reject this 
theory although it does tell us some¬ 
thing about the way Europe felt 
about the Norse visitors. It seems 
likely that Scandinavia suffered 
from recurrent overpopulation and 
land shortage. The people of Scan¬ 
dinavia seem to be a hardy group 
and to have numerous offspring. 
We have already mentioned that 
men might have more than one wife 
and this would certainly contribute 
to over population. As you know, 
good farm land is difficult to ob¬ 
tain, and much of the cultivated 
land is not really too good. The 
weather can become harsh and a 
few crop failures, or loss of animals, 
can be disastrous. 

We also mentioned on another 
program the Odal laws in which 
only the eldest son would receive 
the family farm. This meant the 


other sons must seek new land. And 
we also discussed the importance 
to the Norse of owning their land. 
These factors must have contribut¬ 
ed to a continuing search for new 
land. 

There are other factors which 
also help account for the Viking 
activity. We know that in early 
Viking times there were efforts 
made to establish large scale king¬ 
doms in Scandinavia. These efforts 
were accompanied by warfare, of 
course, and many people, especially 
the' losers in these battles, would 
have little safety inside the country 
and were therefore likely to seek 
new land elsewhere, outside the 
grip of the new kings. 

Another factor which was essen¬ 
tial in the Viking movement is, of 
course, the famous Viking ship. We 
won’t take time to describe them in 
detail but they were the product 
of long years of evolution and re¬ 
sulted in Viking ships which were 
better than anything else afloat at 
the time. These boats were prob¬ 
ably about 80 feet or more long, 
and about 17% feet wide. The draft 
was probably no greater than about 
3% feet which meant the ship could 
sail even in very shallow rivers and 
therefore penetrate far inland. Other 
sorts of vessels were available for 
trading missions. 

Some of these ships have been 
preserved and are displayed in the 
museum at Oslo. Several replicas 
of the long-ships have been built 
and successfully sailed across the 
Atlantic. For example, Magnus An¬ 
dersen sailed from Bergen to New¬ 
foundland in 1893. In 1932 a trad¬ 
ing ship crossed the Atlantic and 
returned to Norway by way of New¬ 
foundland, and in 1949 a ship was 
sailed from Denmark to Ramsgate, 
in England, to commemorate the 
1500th anniversary of an earlier 
landing. All the captains reported 
quite favorably on the ships. 

The story is told that during the 
Second World War some German 
officers, viewing a Viking ship, re¬ 
marked that it was rather crude, to 
which the guide replied that at 
least that ship had reach England. 

I might also mention that Norse¬ 
men were good navigators and once 
one of them had reached a parti¬ 
cular place he could give sailing 
instructions to others which would 
allow them to repeat his voyage. So 
the pressure for expansion was there 
and the means for travel were avail¬ 
able. 

Another factor in the Viking 
movement was that most of Europe 
was in shambles and without strong 
leaders. As I mentioned in the pro¬ 
gram on East-Viking the Norse 
were willing to trade and some of 
their activity in Viking times con¬ 
sisted of peaceful trading. But when 
they found that many of the areas 
they visited were unprotected it 
was natural for the Norse to simply 
take what they wanted. This seems 
to be the picture many people have 
of the Vikings, that is, raiders and 
pirates. To a certain extent this is 
true but many of them did settle 
on conquered lands and eventually 
became citizens of the country. 

Of course Iceland is a prime ex¬ 
ample of a Norse colony which
